The Trustees of the State Library respectfully submit this their 
Forty-seventh Annual Report: 
At the close of the year 1863, the whole number of volumes in 

the general library was 47,907 

In the law library 18,393

Of which 1,592 volumes have been added by purchase, and 568 
by donation and exchange. 

The causes of the diminished growth of the library — ^the increased 
price of books and no increase of means at the disposal of the 
Trustees — alluded to in the last report, have continued during the 
past year. They have imposed the necessity of suspending the 
purchase of nearly all foreign works, except such as are impera- 
tively demanded for the law library. Enlarged appropriations 
will be hereafter required to supply the deficiencies thus created, 
and it is respectfully submitted to the consideration of the Legis- 
lature how far a wise economy will permit these deficiencies to 
accumulate. They must at some time be supplied, or the character 
of the library will be seriously impaired. 
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The condition of the general library, in regard to the preserva- 
tion of the books, is entirelj'- satisfactory, and it is believed that in 
no former year has it contributed ^oaov^ to the purposes for which 
it was established. It is constantly consulted, especially in the 
department of American History, which has always been a cher; 
ished specialty, and it is gratifying to know that the materials 
which it has gathered are largely applied to illustrate the history 
of the country. 

The law library is exhibiting in a very marked way the effects 
of use, by a large number of young men who are engaged 
in reading law, and who evidently make the library their school 
for study. The Trustees have, from time to time, endeavored to 
regulate this matter, so as to remove the copiplaints made by 
members of the Legislature, the judges of the courts and members 
of the bar, but with little effect. 

The system of iLteriiational exchange established by M. Alex- 
ander Vattcmare in 1840, has terminated by his death. This 
library was long connected with that system, and the Trustees 
bear willing testimony to the zeal with which its author devoted 
his energies to its support. If it failed fully to secure his high 
expectation, ** the intellectual union of nations," it certainly con- 
tributed to a more extended dissemination of their literature and 
a better knowledge of what each was accomplishing in the discov- 
eries of science. The Trustees of the library confidently hope to 
be able to continue and extend their foreign exchanges, by their 
correspondence with learned societies, and through the aid of our 
own foreign ministers and consuls, from whom they have uniformly 
received a ready and cheerful co-operation. 

In the original distribution of the first published volumes of the 
Natural History of the State, a copy was sent to the government 
of Japan. Those since published have been forwarded through the 
Hon. Robert H. Pruyn, Minister Resident of the United States to 
that country. A letter of acknowledgment, in the Japanese lan- 
guage, signed by ministers of the Taicoon, has been received, of 
which the following is a translation, with a return present of two 
beautiful gold coins, one of the value of more than fifty dollars.

The trustees of the State Library respectfully present this their 
Forty-eighth Annual Report: 

At the close of the year 1864 the whole number of volumes in

In addition to the above are eleven Parliamentary Papers illus- 
trative of the condition and resources of the colony. 

A donation of forty-one volumes, chiefly in folio, consisting of 
English Law Reports and Treatises of early date, has been 
received from Gen. J. Watts DePeyster. 

Among the additions are more than five thousand jDamphlets, 
mostly by donation and exchange, which have been assorted, cata- 
logued and bound into two hundred and fifty-seven volumes. A 
large arhount of material hitherto inaccessible has thus been made 
available for the purposes of examination and study. 
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When the library, in 1844, was placed in charge of the Regents 
as its trustees, the number of volumes was estimated at ten thou* 
sand. This number had increased in 1855 to forty thousand, and 
in 1865, to seventy thousand. The average j'early increase during 
each of these decades was, therefore, about three thousand vol- 
umes. It is gratifying to the trustees that, with the email sura at 
their disposal for the purchase of books, and the high prices which 
they command, they have been able to bring the additions of the 
past year so near to the average of former years. It is, however, 
proper to state that they have been under the continued necessity 
of delaying the purchase of many works imperatively demanded 
to maintain the high character of the library, until the means at 
their disposal shall be considerably enlarged. With even the 
present rate of increase, the shelves of the library are becoming 
filled. The trustees would feel impelled to urge the necessity of 
soon providing enlarged space for the books, and better accommo- 
dations for readers, but for the expectation that in the erection of 
the proposed new Capitol ample provision will be made for the 
State Library. 

The number of readers in the general library during the past 
year has been, according to a most careful estimate, at least five 
thousand. The number, by actual count, during the months of 
January and February of the present year, was over fifteen hun- 
dred, without including either the numerous visitors, or those who, 
under the regulations, have drawn books from the library. 

The books of the law libraly are in more constant use. They 
are consulted by members of the Legislature during its session, by 
the State oflScers and judges of the courts, and by members of the 
bar. All citizens of the State have, under proper regulations, an 
undoubted and equal right to its use for the great i)urpose of a 
library of reference, for which it was established. The trustees 
feel bound to call the attention of the Legislature to its very large 
use as a place of study, by law students and the members of tho 
Law School of this city. This school, under the instruction of its 
able professors, has acquired a deserved and widely extended 
celebrity, and is believed to number more students than any other 
in the country. Many of these find the treatises and reports with 
Avhich the library is supplied, of great convenience in the stud}' of 
the subjects discussed in the lectures of the professors. The 
number who thus resort to the library is often so large as almost 
to exclude others from its use. The effect of such constant and 
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common use of the library has already become apparent hi the 
impaired condition of the books, and if it continues, the trustees 
will soon be obliged to call on the Legislature for means to renew 
and repkee a considerable portion of the law department. They 
have every disposition to encourage and aid the professors and 
students of this school in their efforts to elevate the profession of 
the law*, but they have felt obliged, as guardians to whom is 
intrusted the care and preservation of the libraiy, to call the 
attention of the Legislature to the condition of things above 
referred to. 

The indexing of the twenty-two volumes of the papers and cor- 
respondence of Sir William Johnson, has been completed as 
directed by the joint resolution of April 5, 1856. The combined 
work of the librarians, Mr. Homes and Mr. Pratt, it has been exe- 
cuted with great care, and to the entire satisfaction of the trustees. 
This index makes available a mass of material illustrative of an 
interesting period of American history, and of the acts of one of 
the ablest colonial officers. 

Since our last report was presented, the first supplement of the 
catalogue of the law library has been printed in conformity with 
the statute. 

The usual statements of^cash receipts and expenditures; of books 
and pamphlets received by donation and exchange, and of volumes 
catalogued and placed on the shelves of the library during the 
year 1865, arc hereto appended.

To the Honorable the Legislature of the State of New York; 

The Trustees of the State Library respectfully present this 
their Forty-ninth Annual Report:

The Trustees have often had occasion to acknowledge the liberal 

gifts of James Lenox, of New York. To those of former years, 

he has added a copy in German, of De Bry's Collectiones Pere- 

rinationum in Indiam Orientalem et Indiam Ocoideatalem* This 
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collection embraces parts one to nine of the Large Voyages, printed 
1596-1601, and parts one to eleven of the Small Voyages, 1597- 
1618. The editions in German are much more rare than those in 
Latin. Mr. Lenox has also presented three editions (1617, 1631 
and 1655) of the abridgments of these voyages in German, and 
the second edition of the fourth, fifth and sixth parts of the 
editions in Latin.* 

Among other valuable donations, the Trustees also mention the 
following: Instituto Historico, Geographico, Ethnographico do 
Brasil: Revi«taTrimensal: Tomo I-IV, 1839-1842: T. XII-XXVI, 
1849-1863. 19 vols. Pi:esented by the Institute of Brazil. 

The shelves of the general library having become entirely filled', 
four temporary cases, capable of containing about 1,500 volumes, 
have been provided. After the present year, additional cases will 
be from time to time required, until more ample accommodations 
are furnished in the proposed new Capitol. 

The number of visitors to the general library during the past 
year was about twenty-seven thousand, of which number the actual 
readers were about nine thousand. 

An important part of the usual additions to the law library con- 
sists of law reports, and of statute law and State papers; many of 
which are obtained by exchanges with other States, The Trus- 
tees are happy to state that during the past year they have 
resumed exchanges with the Southern States. The legislative acts 
and proceedings thus interchanged will furnish to both sections 
documentary history of great value, which could scarcely be other- 
wise obtained. 

The large use of the books of the law department by members 
of the Law School in this city, to which the Trustees in their last 
report called the attention of the Legislature, still continues, and 
with marked evidence of its effects. Ordinary works, when 
worn out, may be replaced by purchase. There are others of rare 
value, which, when they disappear or are greatly impaired, cannot 
be again supplied. 

In the selection of books for the several departments of the 
library, the Trustees are guided by the desire to make it as largely 
useful as possible for purposes of reference. For this reasofli

existence of the various editions of IXe Bry, regards as one of great excellence. 
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many books are purchased which would be of little use in a circu- 
lating library, while others, frequently met with elsewhere, are 
wanting. Many rare and antique works, procured from time to time, 
at moderate prices, have afterwards acquired a greatly increased 
value. The demand for this class of books, by the frequent formation 
of historical societies and public libraries, is increasing much be- 
yond the sources of supply. They must therefore be procured 
whenever opportunity presents. 

The Trustees, having always regarded American history as an 
important specialty, are collecting and preserving, so far as their 
facilities and means allow, whatever tends to illustrate either the 
general or any portion of the local history of the country. Au 
important part of such a collection consists of genealogical regis- 
ters, historical and biographical sketches and discourses, official 
manuscripts, copies of books intended for limited circulation, 
reports of voluntary and business associations, files of newspapers 
and public documents. 

The Trustees earnestly invite contributions to the various depart- 
ments of the library, which will be duly acknowledged from every 
source from which they may be received. Duplicate copies of 
public documents, and of miscellaneous books and pamphlets, are 
often needed for purposes of exchange. 

The usual statement of cash receipts and expenditures; of books, 
pamphlets, maps, coins, medals, &c, acquired by donation and 
exchange, and of volumes catalogued and placed on the shelves of 
the library during the year 1866, is hereto appended.
